The Fight at Monmouth. 
The next day—Sunday, tho twenty- 
eighth of Juno, 1778 —-dawnod with 
cloudless sky, hot, sultry, the warmest 
day <rf the year. 
Not a breath of 
air stirred the loaves, and in the tree 
branches above us birds sang gleeful­ 
ly. Before daybreak wo, who had been 
permitted to sleep for a few hours, 
were aroused by the sentries, and, in 
the gray dawn, partook of a meager 
breakfast. A fresh supply of ammuni­ 
tion was brought up and distributed 
among the men, and, before sunrise, 
we were in line, stripped for a hot 
day'« work, eagerly awaiting orders. 
I can make no pretenso at 
describ­

memorable action at Monmouth Court 
Hon*e, but must content myself 
with 
depicting what little I saw upon 
the 
firing lino of Maxwell’s brigade. 
Wo 
advanced slowly eastward over a gent­ 
ly rolling country, diversified 
by small 
groves. 
In advance was a 
thin lino 
of skirmishers, and to left and right 
were Dickinson’s and Wayne's men, 
their muskets gleaming in tho sun­ 
light. 
Early tho rumor crept about 
among us that Lee had 
come up dur­ 
ing the night with fresh troops, and 
assumed command. 
Wta* led ub was of but small conse­ 
quence, however, as there was now no 
doubt In any mind but what battle was 
inevitable. 
Already 
to 
the 
south 
echoed a sound of firing where Mor­ 
gan bad uncovered a column of Dra* 
gooaa. 
Then a courier from Dickin­ 
son dashed along our rear seeking 
Lee, scattering broadcast the welcome 
news that Knyphausen and his Iles- 
slans, the ran of the British move­ 
ment, were approaching. With a cheer 
of anticipation, the solders flung aside 
every article possible to discard, and 
pressed recklessly forward. 
Before 
we moved a mile my horse became so 
lame, I was obliged to dismount, and 
proceed on foot. 
Never have I experi­ 
enced a hotter sun, or a more Bultry 


air. 
Rapid marching was Impossible, 
y et by nine o’clock we had passed 
the Freehold meeting house, and were 
halted In tho protection of a 
consider­ 
able wood, the men dropping 
to tho 
ground In 
tho grateful shadow.

well came along back of our line, his 
horse walking slowly, as 
tho general 
mopped his streaming red 
face. 
He 
failed to recognize me among tho oth­ 
ers until 1 stepped out 
into the boiling 
sun, and spoke: 
“What is that firing to the right, 
general? Are tho Jersey militia iu ac­ 
tion?”

He drew up his horse with a jerk. ! 
“That you, Lawrence? 
Can’t toll 
anybody In this shirtsleeve brlgnde. 
Whut’s become of your horse?’’ 
“Gave out 
yesterday, sir. 
Have 
been on foot ever since, 
la it going 
to be n fight J" 
The grip of his hand tightened on 
tho saddle pommel, his eye* following 
the irregular lino of exhausted men. 
“Yea, when Washington gets up; 
you need never doubt that. 
We’d he 
at It now, but for Charles Lee. 
I’d 
like well to know what has come over 
that man of late—tho old spirit seems 
to have left him. Aye! it’s Dickinson 
and Morgan 
out yonder, wasting good 
powder and ball on a handful of Dra-

" ’Tis envy of Washington, to my 
mind,” he said soberly.

Scarcely able to breathe 
In tho hot, stagnant air, caked with 
foul mud fo the waist, we attained tho 
higher ground, arid dropj» ed helpless. 
Even from hero tho enemy were in­ 
visible, although wo could

crackle of musketry. 
I sat up, star­ 
ing through tho heat waves toward

Wayne’s men remained, showing dim­ 
ly ugainst, tho trees. 
A group of horse­ 
men 
woro 
riding down tho 
slope, 
heading toward our lino. 
As they 
came into the sandy plain below and 
skirted tho morass, I recognized lx>e 
In advance, mounted on a black horse 
flecked with foam. 
Twice he paused, 
gazing across tho hills through leveled 
field glasses, and then rodo up the 
steep ascent to our rear. 
Maxwell 
met him not twenty feet from where 
I lay. 
“ What, docs this moan, sir?” Lee 
thundered nnamely. 
"Why nro your 
men lying strewn about In thin unsol* 
dierly 
manner, 
General 
Maxwell?” 
Arc you unaware, sir, that wo aro In 
the presence» of the enemy?” 
Maxwell’s face fairly blazed, ns ho 
straightened in the saddle, hut before 
his lips could form an answer, a sud­ 
den Hirer hurst out from the crest of 
the hill, and 1 saw men leaping to 
their feet, and waving their hats. Tho 
next instant across the summit cnmo 
Washington, a dozen officers clatter­ 
ing behind, his face stern-set and 
white, as he rodo straight toward Ia»o. 
“What is tho meaning of this iv»- 
U'eut, General Lee? 
My God, sir, how 


“Steady, men! 
Steady!” voice after 
voice caught up the command. , “Hold 
your fire!” 
“Walt until 
they reach that fallen 
tree!” I added, 
Evrry man of us had a gun, officers, 
all. Confless as though wo came from 
*'io haying field, the 
perspiration 
strooming down our faros, we waited. 
The rifle barrels glowed brown In the 
sun, as the keen eyes took careful 
sight. Wo were but a handful, a single 
thin line; if the reserves failed we 
would ho driven back by mere force 
of numbers, yet before wo went that 
Hope should lie strewn with dead. 
Crashing up from the rear came Os­ 
wald with two guns, wheeling into 
position, tho depressed muzzles spout­ 
ing destruction. 
Yet those red and 
blue lines eamo on; great openings 
were ploughed through them, but the 
living mass closed up. 
They were at 
the fallen tree, beyond, 
when 
wo 
poured our volleys into their very 
faces 
Wo saw them waver as that 
Htorm of lead struck;

seemed to givo way. leaving behind 
a ridge of motionless bodies; then it 
surged forward again, k*d by a wav­ 
ing flag, urged on by gesticulating of­ 
ficers.

there we held, out front a blaze of 
fire.

Such 
heat, such thirst, the

powder 
smoke In our nostrils, tho dend under 
foot, tho (ries of the wounded, the 
incessant roar of the guns. Again and 
again It was hand to hand; I could 
scarcely tell who faced us, so fierce 
the melee, so suffocating the smok» *; 
I caught glimpses of British Grena­ 
diers, of Hessians, of Queen’s Rangers, 
One© I thought I heard Grant’s nasal 
vole© amid tho Infernal uproar. Stew- 
art and Ramsey cam© to our sup­ 
port; Oswald got his guns upon an 
eminence, opening a deadly fire; Liv­ 
ingston's regiment charged, and, with 
a cheer, wo 1 called forward also, mad 
with the battle fever, und flung them 
hack, back down that deadly sloj» e. 
It was not in flesh and blood to stand; 
we rut tho renter like a wedge, and 
drove them pell-mell to where 
Leo 
had been in tho morning. 
Hero they 
rallied, flanked by thick woods and 
morasses. Too exhausted to follow, 
our men 
sank 
breathless 
to 
the 
ground. 
It was already sunset, and our work 
dime. 
Tho artillery still already, and 
I could sec long lines 
of 
troops— 
Boor’s and tho Carolina brigade-mov­ 
ing to tho right. 
Night 
came 
on, 
however, without more fighting, and, 
as soon as wo had recovered suffi­ 
ciently, we devoted ourselves to tho 
car© of the wounded.
